AN IMPORTANT FOOD REFORM. 


Productions of Chemically Pure 


Oreajp of Tartar—Total Elimina- 
tion of all Lime Impurities—New 
Discoveries in Refining—A Long 
Stride Toward Pure Food.

while of the remainder all contained tar- 
trate of lime, some as high as 10.50 per 
cent. 


The serious character of this adultera-

iheB&me proportion, about three hundred 
dollars. Now when we take into consid- 
eration that the schools of Deoatur are 
;he best in the state, and that we are 
letter supplied with good, substantial 
Echool bouses than any other city of 
dxteen thousand people in Illinois, and 
hot our city debt does not amount to one 
per cent, of cash value of the property, 
ve are led to the conclusion that our 
;axes ere not so very big. There will be 
no necessity of increasing the levy this 
rear, for the water works will certainly 
je self-supporting, and the liquor licenses 
will pay tha police.

What wata Done at the Commit- 


tees' Convention Last Night- 


Mr. Haworth for Mayor.

The meeting of the Prohibition com- 


mitteemen was held last night in tbe 
grand jury room, and as the Haworth 
champions—notably John Lindsay, A F. 
Smith, J. B. Wmebrenner, H. W. Davis, 
William Bennett and Henry Lunn— 
lad the bulge on the Furke men, they 
overcame what opposition there was and 
secured the nomination ot Mr, Hawortb 
lor mayor, and then adjourned with the

Haworth is a no-license man, Mr. Out- 
ten further stated that he (Outten) was 
not sure that he would abide by the ac- 
tion of the convention, and he left it 
with the committeemen whether or not 
lie should remain with the meeting. The 
convention might nominate some one he 
could not and would not support, He 
kept hia seat. 


H. W. Davis stated that he had called 


upon Mr. Haworth, and had had a long 
talk with him. Mr, Haworth Baid that 
he was to-day a "stronger Prohibitionist 
than ever."

"FARM HORSES. 


Th« Advwtata of Cooking Their Food 


Instead of Grinding It. 


A young farmer asks whether, in, 


view of the supposed danger of finely- 
rround meal packing in the horse's 
tomach, in the form of plastic dough, 


aa to prevent the free circulation of 


he gastric juice and thus produce in- 
ligestion and colio, it would not be 
letter to boil the grain, causing the 
taroh grains to swell and burst, ren- 
dering the grain soft and spongy, so it 
will not pack together in such solid 
orm as to prevent the operation of the 
digesting fluid, aa in the case of ground 
[rain. 
, 
This point is, no doubt, well taken, 
the ground grain is to be fed un- 


mixed with cut hay or other coarse 
fodder. When the grain is thoroughly 
soiled, it is certainly in a more digesti- 


condition than when ground even 


very fine, for the starch granules re- 
quire heat to burst them after grind- 
in"-, and the heat of the animal stom- 
ach is not supposed to be great enough 
to completely do this, so that by boiling 
•rain it is believed to be made digesti- 
ile in larger proportion than by any 
kind of grinding. 
The kernels still maintain their form 


after boiling, and thus leave spaces 
enough for the circulation of the gas- 
trio fiuid; but whole gram requires a 
good deal of boiling to render it soft, 
and very few are willing to give suffi- 
cient attention to it. 
There is ona point in favor of cook- 


ing whole grain over cooking meal in 
kettles. The meal requires stirring to 
prevent burning on the bottom and 
sides of the kettle, whilo the grain does 
not, as the kernels can not adhere so 
closely as to prevent the water from 
saturating the whole mass of the grain. 
We have known several tests in cook- 
in°- grain for horses that were doing 
'helivy work in lumbering and the re-

Iwas using six teams boiled oats and 
corn (two bushels of oats to one ot 
'corn), and estimated tliat tho boiled 
grain was forty per cent, more effect- 
iva than whole grain unboiled, and he 
thought twenty per cent, more nutri- 
tious than ground grain, unless the 
ground grain was mixed with moistened 
cut hay and allowed to lie in mass until 
it warmed up under incipient fermenta- 
tion, and even then he thought th« 
boiled grain the best. 
There is another point to be con- 


sidered in favor of • boiled grain, and 
that is, its emollient and healthful ef- 
fect upon the stomach. After cooking, 
whole grain becomes slightly laxative, 
and, if fed warm, it will bave a very 
beneficial effect upon a cold. We hare 
known horses to be speedily cured of 
a sudden cold by boiled oats, fed warm. 
Its effect is quite similar to a warm 
bran mash. Even boiled grain is bet- 
ter fed with its own bulk of cut hay. 
This renders the masticated food nioro 
porous and spongy in the stomach and 
likely to insure more perfect digestion. 


The question as to tho economy of 


cooking whole grairj for horses where 
many teams are used at some distance 
from mills for grinding, is worth con- 
sidering. Let us suppose that twelve 
horses are to be fed for heavy work, 
which would require about sixteen 
pounda per horse, or a hundred and 
ninety-two pounds of grain per day. 
The ordinary charge for grinding is ten 
per cent.; this is m addition to the 
cost of carrying the gram to and from 
the mill. This would amount to fifty 
cents per day. 
Now there would 


usually be a stable-boy in such case, 
and with a common three-barrel kettle 
set in an arch the stable-boy could 
cook the grain, and the only extra ex- 
pense would be for the fuel. It would 
really cost less than to grind. Ths 
lumberman, whom we mention, said 
he regarded boiling M Cheaper than 
grinding, in his situation, and that it 
had kept hia horses healthy and effect- 
ive for years, which he regarded as 
ample compensation. He had not had 
a case of colio since he fed boiled 
grain, but previous to using it he had 
lost three horses with colic. 


We think in many cases this prac- 


tice would be quite advisable. 
Of 


course boiled food would not be good 
where horses are driven fast 
It is 


appropriate only for draft horses

Tbe Bricker Boys Acquitted. 


The trial of Nelson and Lawson Brick- 


er, of Friends Creek township, charged 
with taking away a team of horses and 
with areault to murder on the night of 
Feb. 21st, was concluded in Justice Cur- 
tis' court Ibis (Friday) forenoon. A team 
disappeared on the night stated, and 
when Henry Wicks and Allen Jones were 
standing in the road in front'of tne Briok- 
er house inquiring about the team, a re- 
volver was fired out of an upper window 
by one of the Brioker boys, and Henry 
Wicks testified that he heard the bullet 
whistling past his head. Allen Jones 
dodged. The bullet struck the ground 
without bitting any one. The team was 
found some distance away. The arrests 
followed. The Brioker boys admitted 
that the pistol was feed but that the 
bullet, as was intended, went into the 
ground near the house, and not anywhere 
near the road. There were ten witnesses 
for the People and fifteen for tbe defend- 
ants. The lawyers decided not to argue 
the case, and while the court room was 
crowded with friends of all pBrties,Justice 
Curtis quickly disposed of the matter by 
stating that he considered tbe evidence 
insufficient to hold the accused, and they 
were accordingly discharged. The de- 
fendants and their friends were so pleased 
with the decision that many of them 
yelled lustily and there was hand-shaking 
all around, W. 0. Johns and Tbos. Lee 
and also the court being forced to submit 
to the pump-handle act. The general 
feeling seemed to be that the decision 
was correct. The costs iu the case foot 
up over $80. Tbe fees of Constable 
Sprsgue amount to $73 85. He traveled 
over 700 miles to summon witnesses. 
Bat as the case went bgainst the People 
of course the costs are lost to parties in- 
terested.

WAKED UP THB WRONOMAN. 


Senator Rogers Squelches Senator 


Streeter in Short Order, 


There was a little breeze at the meet- 


ing of tbe Senate Committee on Agrioul- 
tere at Springfield on the 9tb, of which 
committee Senator Rogers, of this city, 
is chairman. Senator Streeter, Demo- 
crat, tried to get the beet of Mr. Rogers, 
bnt he coon learned that he had waked 
up tbe wrong man. The Chicago papers 
devoted considerable space to the spat 
and what caused it. The Chicago Times 
said: "The debate was very laughable, 
and Rogers created a good deal of amuse- 
ment by the manner in which he stood 
off the gentleman from Mercer and suc- 
ceeded in squelching him." 


The Chicago Inter-Ocean of yesterday 


contained the following in reference to 
the matter: 


It had been §ome time since Mr. Streeter 
bad dune anything to call public attention to 
himself beyond the mere daily vote for John 
0 Black for benator, and he telt that silence 
OQ his part was no longer endurable. The at- 
tention of his constituency had got to be call- 
ed to his existence in the Senate as well as In 
the joint assembly, so be arose to a question 
of personal piivilego respootlrg his "piggy- 
sow" bill. He proceeded to state that early 
In (he session he hafl introduced a bill, which 
hud benn ruierri d to the Committee on Agri- 
culture, of whloh Senator Rogers was chair- 
man, and that tne committee had not taken 
action upon that bill yet. He moved that the 
bill be CBcalled from tbe committee and placed 
before the senate for consideration, 
Senator Kogers. metaphorically speaking, 
took the starch out of Mr. Btreeter's proposi- 
tion in a short time and showed the animus or 
Streeter'B motion. He showed that there had 
been held nine meetinga of the Agricultural 
committee, three of which had been held dur- 
ing the past ten days, and that the last moot- 
In* had been held on a date of Streeter'B own 
making, and that Streeter. who IB a member 
of that committee himself, had never been 
present, except at one meeting. Kojers 
warmed up with indignation at the reflection 
cast upon him by Streeter'B motion, and exco- 
riated the would-be champion of the little bill 
in fine style. He showed that the committee 
had had several meetinga, and tbat it was al- 
most impossible to get a quorum. The com- 
mittee had adopted a rule that not ICBB than 
nine members should constitute a quorum, 
and that no bill could bo properly considered 
by less than a quorum. He also showed that 
Mr. Streeter had Insisted upon the considera- 
tion of the bill by four members, and that ho 
(rtogers) had refused to act unless a quorum 
was present. 
Streeter essayed a reply in a specious sort of 
way, but acknowledged that he had ne vr r been 
belore ihe committee but once, and offered to 
withdraw his motion. 
Father Whiting thought he would pour oil 
upon the troubled waters by moving that the 
committee be relieved of further considera- 
tion of tho bill. Hogers naturally resented 
this proposition and challenged any member 
to charge that be had not done his whole duty 
as chairman of the committee. Tom Merritt 
said It was a granger light and to let them 
have It out. Serator Southworth said that It 
would reflect unjustly upon the committee to 
take the bill away from it find he was opposed 
to tho motion ol Senator Whiting. Mr. Mer- 
ritt made amends lor his remarks In saying It 
was a tight among the grangers by agreeing 
with Mr. Southworth that it was not treating 
the committee fairly. Mr. Kay spoke In the 
seme tenor, and on his motion the whole sub- 
ject was laid on Ihe table.

The late report* of the Illinois Depart- 


ment ot Agriculture lent* no room tot 
doubting that the growing crop hai beM 
serionaly damaged by.tbe protracted cold, 
dry weather in Much. In some locali- 
ties the reporter! inert that the wheel 
was damaged in January when the 
ground wa» bare ot mow, and the plaol 
was exposed to the extreme low temper- 
ature that prevailed during that period. 
Intact the April condition of winter 
wheat in Illinois has not been more un- 
favorable for years than thii reason, ae i* 
shown by the report of nearly six htm- 
dred experienced correspondent* of th« 
Illinois Department of Agriculture, wh» 
are so distributed throughout the stnt« 
as to enable them to examine the condi- 
tion ot the growing orop in each locality. 
The wheat area of the state during the 
past ten years, has averaged 2,637,434 
acres which bas returned an BTereg* 
i 


yield ot 34,769,518 bushels. The area I 
seedwJ to winter wheat last fall in HIM 
state was 2,317,291 acres, a decrease of 
406,472 acres as compared with the pre- 
oeedingyear. The season is backward 
as compared with the aveerge years, and 
the damage to wheat by winter killing 
cannot be definitely determined until the 
plant has had some warm rains and grow- 
ing weather. In some, of the southern 
counties, in not a few instances, one half 
or more of tbe area is reported winter 
killed.- SpringfieldJournal, 10th.

Death of Bepresentative Shaw. 
Once more and for the third time, 


death has laid its hand upon the 
General Assembly. 
The Hon. J. 


Henry Shaw, Representative from 
the thirty-fourth district, was found 
dead in his bed at the Palace Hotel 
in Springfield on Sunday. 
He had 


been in very poor health during the 
entire time of the session, and at 
times was unable to get to the capi- 
tol building. His death is attribu- 
ted to heart disease. 


The servant tried to rouse him by 


knocking on the door after 10 o'clock, 
and after repeated attempts they no- 
tified the clerk of the hotel, who 
ventured to take a look through the 
transom over the door. Discover- 
ing that Mr. Shaw was dead, he 
forced the door. 
The deceased was 


lying upon his back with two pillows 
under his head, and with bis hands 
folded across his braast. A physi- 
cian and the coroner were summon- 
ed, and after a brief examination it 
was decided that Mr. Shaw had died 
of heart disease. 


Mr. Shaw was a resident of Beards- 


town, Cass county. He was born in 
Boston, Mass., July 25, 1825. 
He 


was bred to the mercantile business, 
but afterward chose the profession 
of law. He was always an active 
participant in politics and was for 
many years a member of the Repub- 
lican party. 
He joined the Greeley 


forces in 1872 and had remained 
with 
the Democratic party ever 


since. He was a member of the 
Thirty-second General Assembly in 
1801, andwaa sent to the present 
•Assembly by the Democrats of his 
district last fall. His death, though 
sudden, was not altogether unex- 
pected by his friends, who were fully 
aware of the precarious condition of 
his health. His family ire spend- 
ing the winter in Florida. 


Mr. Shaw was a very quiet mem- 


ber of the House, but was regarded 
as an able man. 
He seldom spoke 


and then only upon some measure 
in which he was personally interested. 
He was highly respected and had 
the kindest feelings of all his fellow 
members. His remains will be taken 
to Beurdstown.

Monster Hogs. 


A. New Jersey paper says: The ri- 


valry among the raisers of heavy 
porkers in Burlington county, New 
Jersey, has been greater this year 
than ever before, and three of the 
leading farmers of New Hanover 
township have 
been contending 


fiercely for the championship, which 
entitles the winner to the gold medal 
offered by a Trenton firm of pork- 
packers, the winner to hold it for 
three years against all competitors. 
Joseph Carter killed his hogs re- 
cently, and 20 average 1 843 pounds, 
the heaviest weighing 1,059 pounds. 
It was conceded next to impossible 
to exceed this average. But Taylor 
Devinney, who lives near Wrights 
town, achieved the honor of having 
raised the heaviest lot on record. 
Four of the heaviest weighed 1,025, 
1,035,1,055 and 1,07$ pounds respec- 
tively as they hung on the shambles 
dressed^ and with the remaining six 
teen the average of the twenty was 
872 pounds. 
The lightest hog in 


the lot weighed 739 pounds. These 
weights are net, after deducting the 
gambrel and stretcher. The meas- 
urement of the large hog was 5 feet 
9 inches from the ear to the ham, 
and the girth was 7 feet 5 inches. 
They were of the Jersey red variety, 
and weie pigged in May, 1883, so 
that they were not two years old. In 
addition to these hogs Mr. Devinney 
killed eight pigs, not yet a year old, 
that weighed from 395 to 520 pounds.

San Diego's great claim to consideration is her 
climate. Her climate has advantages over oU 
other parts of the state, though grudgingly by 
many localities, universally recognized upon 
this coast. The climate is a perpetual iouro« 
of wonder to residents and visitors. I hare 
the following statistics on the best authority: 
During the flve years from 1875 to 1880,inolu- 
slve, containing 1837 days.there were 178»days 
on which the mercury did not rise above 80 
degrees. During the same period there were 
not more than four days In Uny one month 
in 
which the mercury raised 
over 80 


degrees. The highest the mercury has ever 
been known to raise (in the shade) was 84 de- 
grees. There are no extremes of heat or cold. 
Daily winds are neither wanting nor are they 
piercing and tempestous. Toe atmosphere Is 
neither mol6t,nor very dry. Heavy fogs are 
unknown. Tbe combined requirements of 
even and moderate warmth, of regular gentle 
motion of wind, and of an almost constant at- 
motsphere humidity of the desirable mean, 
makes San Diego one of the most charming 
health resorts In the world. 


THE OITT 


occupies h beautiful site on the northeastern 
side of a circular land-looked bay. A »e»tle 
slope leads up from the waters edge for three 
or four blocks, then the ascent Is sharper, and 
soon becomes broken and uneven. The bet- 
ter class of dwellings are built upon these 
hills, from which a fine view of the town, har- 
bor and ocean Is obtained. Theslieand «tyle 
of the bulldlpgsin San Diogo, are. disappoint- 
ments to a Callfornlan who sees the town for 
the first time. In the main, It la a one Btorjr 
town, devoid of arrhitecture, beauty and scat- 
terlngly built. It ovoera a large area of ground 
but contains only a little over four thousand 
Inhabitants. The city is the only municipal 
organization in the state. The change of 
fljgs took place July 7,1846, and San Diego 
became an American town. The growth of 
the city to-day, dates from 1867, as up to that 
time there consisted of only a small mission 
and military poet. 
: 


THE MISSION. 


No visitor to San Diego must miss seeing the 


Old Mission, six miles up the river from the 
city. The ruins are among the moat Interest- 
Ing, and the best preserved of anjr OB the 
shores of the Pacific. Under the direction of 
Father Serra, the mission was built in 1769. 
The masjive walls of burned briok, twelve 
inches square, bid fair to last as long as the 
Pyramids of Egypt. In company with Dr. 
and Mrs G W. Waltx and Will L. Sheriabar- 
ger, I spent an afternoon among the deserted 
halls and silent corridors of the mission. The 
tiling of the roof was almost concealed be- 
neath moss, but the heavy timbers, fancifully 
carved, seemed only to have teen put In last 
wook. Doubtless Will S. will exhibit a speci- 
men of this artistic work on hig return to De- 
catur. Ho bus one. Several swarms of beea 
occupy the ruins in the peaceful company 
of a band of sheep. Surrounding the old 
pile is a grove of olives and palms, which 
dates back to the establishment of the church. 
Some of the palms, of a variety unknown else- 
where on the coast, are more than a hundred 
feet in height. The olive trees still tear 
abundantly, and are a fruitful source of reve- 
nue to their present owner. 


THE NATIONAL LIH» 


between the Untied States and Mexico runs 
twelve miles south of the city, and may fie 
reached by a good carriage road. A trip down 
In Lower California will vary the monotony of 
life in this section, You can make this little 
foreign tour and get home In less than twelve 
hours. 


THE SURROUNDINGS. 


There la no lack of diversion or invigorating 


exercise outside of the city. Superb hunting 
and fishing may be had. Within a couple of 
miles ride good shooting abound!—quail, 
ducks, geese, snipe and rabbits, and a little 
further deer are started. If you have lost a 
bear no doubt you wonld not have to hunt 
long in the mountains before you found him. 
If you are fond of mussels you can get them, 
"large, juicy ones," the tourist guides lay, at 
the Mussel Beds, six mllei off the coast. Our 
party however could not find even any mean, 
little, half starved musseli; but all the same 
mussels are counted among the attractions of 
the place. The caves of La Jolla, twelve miles 
from the city, are curious freaks of nature. 
The caves are only visible at low tide. Bo- 
markably beautiful sea mosses are gathered 
Ell about the caves. 


THE HARBOR. 


Next to that of San Francisco, no harbor on 


the Pacific Coast of the United States approx- 
imates In excellence the Bay of San Diego. 
The bottom in uniformly good. No rocks have 
been discovered in the bay or approaches. The 
position of the bay with relation to the coast 
and of the bar with relation to Point Loma is 
such that there is rarely much of a swell on 
the bar. Large vessels can go about 7 mllei 
(geographical) up the bay with an average 
width of channel of 800 yards between four 
fathom linos at low water. The depth over 
the bar is twenty-three feet. The harbor af- 
fords ample accommodation for a very largo 
commerce. Itia the onlv land-looked harbor 
south of Francisco and north of San Quentin, 
Lower California. For boating and rowing 
there is no place comparable with this bay. Its 
smooth, unruilled waters are a safeguard 
gainst the accidents of sudden squalls and wind 
guets so fatal elsewhere,. If there' is anything 
delightfully romantic It is a mopnlight boat- 
ing party on San Diego Bay. There la no finer 
Hahlnif on the coast. Trolling for baracouta 
ia fine fun. Dr. Waltz, Will S. and I went out 
for baracouta beyound the bar one afternoon. 
Will got forty-eight flshos, Dr. forty-two, and 
I got seasick. 
NOTES. 


The town has no street railroad, no gas or 


electric light company. It is brimful of law- 
yers, physicians, dentists, and overrun with 
"gentlemen of the press." There are now two 
dallies, and two more are soon to spring up— 
to flourish for a day, sicken and die. Tbe fol- 
lowing denominations have church edifices— 
Baptist, Presbyterian, Methodist, Methodist 
South, Episcopal, Unitarian and Roman Cath- 
olic. The school facilities are excellent. Soci- 
ety is established and good. Generally one 
meets people of cultivation, refinement and 
genial social qualities. Social gatherings are 
marked by cordiality and freedom from re- 
straint. Visitors are made to feel at home, 
and those who pass a season In San Diego 
carry away pleasant recollections and a strong 
desire to return.
